Meyer, who has been suspended 
for alleged mismanagement for 
almost a year without a disci¬ 
plinary hearing. 

Drummond, who spoke to 
national newspapers about the 
case and openly criticised the 
council, claims lie and Meyer a re 
the victims of a personal cam¬ 
paign of vilification based on 
political grounds.

Portable heaters renew gas risk 


GLASGOW district council is 

P lanning to strengthen the 
ighest ■ Reema blocks in Ihe 
country to less than 35kN even 
though it knows tenants still use 
bottled gas in the blocks. 

The 25-storey blocks at Roy- 
ston Hill had their gas taken out 
following the Romkn Point 
"disaster jn 1968, but bills of up to 
£|Q0i a/month to run electric 


storage heaters are forcing 
tenants to use portable gas 
heaters. 

A spokesman Tor the council 
said residents had been instruc¬ 
ted not to use gas appliances, 
"but we can’t force them to not 
use them". 

Meanwhile, Camden council 
is acting to eliminate prob- 
IpmsIn its Reemis block- . 


This week it said it would 
evacuate old and "vulnerable" 
tenants from the block in 
Kentish Town. It Is planning to

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THE author of a major new 
biographical study, p ro f 
Franz Schulze of Chicago 
has some new and valuable 
information on Mies vander 
Rohe, the master architect 
who was born in the 
ucrman-Dutch border town 
of Aachen in 18S6and who 
altered the appearance of 
major American cities in the 
immediate post-war period.

Thus an in-depth un- 
illustratcd paper seemed en¬ 
tirely m order, a! though perhaps 
somewhat exasperating for 
those who had attended lo view 
yet another slide show on the 
architect’s work.

Dr Baker said: "Design 
becomes increasingly important 
as residents become older and 
more frail, but small units are 
often designed like starter 
homes. The Americans go to 
great lengths to get every aspect 
of design right, but here there is a 
tendency to simply copy existing 
schemes. Many flats, for 
example, have kitchens without 
windows, which really doesn’t 
suit the elderly.” 

The report concludes that 
existing sheltered housing is 
primarily only suitable for the 
active elderly. The authors 
believe greater attention to 
design details could help to 
overcome this by making prop¬ 
erties more appropriate even 
when people lose some of their 
independence.

BRITISH prisons are poorly 
designed on unsuitable sites, say 
MPs.

It says the Property Services 
Agency and the Home Office 
have failed to build "the type of 
prison most urgently required". 
Feedback between the PSA and 
prison users Is inadequate, 
leading to ignorance of building 
defects in new prisons. 

But all attempts to remedy 
design faults have been badly 
handled, says the report. The 
Home Office waits until the 
prisons are operational — which 
causes maximum disruption — 
instead or Intervening at the 
construction stage.

Planners hit back 
in education battle

Simply, this is that no one 
should be obliged to live in the 
deplorable conditions that exist 
in the Divis complex. Caldcr- 
vvood refers to the residents* 
‘perhaps legitimate case for 
better housing”, but in (lie 
I CPAs view there is no 
‘perhaps" about it. It is a 
straightforward issue of housing 
that was so badly designed in the 
first place and hns been so 
gravely neglected and badly 
maintained by the public 
authorities ever since, that the 
people should be rehoused in 
accordance with their wishes. 
The issue is therefore one of 
housing policy and neighbour¬ 
hood planning and design. 

We are frankly dismayed at 
the attitude of the DoE 
Northern Ireland and the 
Northern Ireland Housing Ex¬ 
ecutive in their continuing 
reluctance either to produce a 
detailed refutation of the 
criticisms of the Divis estate, 
which were contained in our 
policy statement last November 
or to meet us and the residents to 
discuss the improvements thnt 
could be made. 

It is beside the point for 
Calderwood to say that the 
Divis problems are shared by 
numerous other system-built 
estates m the rest of the UK". In 
faci we doubt if any are as bnd 
but if they are then the relevant 

authorities areequallyculpable. 

In spite of the intransigence of 


the public authorities in 
Northern Ireland in this matter, 
however, the association is 
nevertheless proceeding with 
the commitment it made to the 
Divis residents last November, 
namely assisting them in the 
preparation of an alternative 
plan for the estate which we 
propose to put forward for 
wider public discussion among 
the whole community and with 
the Housing Executive. 

Preliminary work has already 
been done and we are confident 
that an attractive residential 
area could be created to replace 
the Divis fin ts in such a way that 
meets ail the residents' wishes 
and plnces no undue strain on 
demand for housing in the rest of 
the Housing Executive's 
housing stock.

YOUR anonymous lecturer

The 
present round of cuts is just the 
opening shots, and reports such 
as the CNAA one just released 
a re just one element in harassing 
staffs in schools until they don’t 
know whether they arc coming 
or going. 

The exa mple of the art schools 
is there to see: cuts, closures, 
cancellation of closures, 
mergers, threatened redundan¬ 
cies, reduced student quotas, 
reduced funding, adverse re¬ 
ports on curriculum/student 
performance, and so on. At the 
end of the day the staff arc so 
shell-shocked that they agree to 
anything simply to end the 
agony of suspense. 

Since the RIBA docs not put a 
penny into the funding of the 
schools it follows that its 
influence is peripheral. Those 
who pay the pipers will call the 
tune; the RIBA may propose, 
the paymasters will dispose. 

In view of the RIBA’s relative 

impotence, about the most 
useful thing it could do is engage 
Bob Geldof to deliver a singing 
telegram to the private resi¬ 
dences of Sir Peter Swinnerton 
Dyer a °d the chairman of the 
CNAA Committee on the Built 
Environment (a spec builder!) 
with the message — off!

Educating to 
suit practice 

From Thomas higlis 
I NOTED with interesi Jacob 
Blacker’s letter “Educating to 
suit practice" (May 30). 

As a chartered quantity 
surveyor I am a little surprised 
that many of the proposals 
contained in his letter are not 
already included in the existing 
degree cou rses i n a rch i tec t u re. 

Blacker advocates thnt “the 
RIBA must act quickly to 
protect the practices and must 
approach Government for an 
increase in expenditure to cover 
these much needed and in¬ 
creased skills". I would suggest 
that governments, irrespective 
of political persuasion, should 
not use public money to protect 
practices which huve, through 
lhcir own neglcci, become 
outdated. 

Inter-professional rivalries 
do untold damage to [he pro¬ 
fessions involved and also are 
unlikely to persuade a govern¬ 
ment, which up until now has 
adopted a very parsimonious 
approach towards higher ed¬ 
ucation, to invest more money in 
architectural education. 

One of the major problems of 
undergraduate education for 
the design team is the isolation 
of staff and students, many of 
whom never meet their pro¬ 
fessional counterparts until 
after they have left university or 
college. 

If an approach is to be made to 
the Government .then perhaps it 
should be a joint approach 
based on developing an inte¬ 
grated degree course provision 
for the design team. This would 
be possible if academic in¬ 
stitutions were encouraged to 
develop “faculties or the 
built environment” containing 
schools of architecture, civil 
engineering, general practice 
surveying and quantity sur¬ 
veying. 

Such faculties, particularly 
if established within the uni¬ 
versity sector, would have a 
strong integrated academic and 
professional base, attract both 
high calibre students and the 
necessary funding to underpin 
research. 

Until architectural education 
recognises that architects need 
not necessarily be educated in 
isolation then (he architect’s 
traditional role as leader of the 
design team is likely to further 
decline.

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A lifetime's learning 


DOES the phrase “continuing profes¬ 
sional development" fill you with thesort 
of feeling older readers will recall 
affecting them when somebody men¬ 
tioned “cod liver oil"? It was good for 
you, but the fact that it was compulsory 
eliminated whatever dubious charms the 
subject might have held. Thus it is with 
“cpd", a worthy (indeed essential) area 
which the construction industry has 
largely avoided taking too seriously. The 
only professional body which has 
brought compulsion unequivocally into 
cpd policies is the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, which seems, hy 
comparison with rival bodies, to be 
invariably prepared to take difficult 
decisions early on — and seems lo make 
the right ones. However, even the 
denizens of Grent George Street were 
only prepared to introduce compulsion 
for new members of the profession rather 
than the existing battalions. 

For professional bodies, of course, cpd 
is a tricky area. If, forexamplc, the RIBA 
declares that without validated evidence 


of attendance at refresher courses, 
seminars etc then membership will be 
withdrawn, then the chances are that a 
good slice of the membership will vote 
with its feet. It is, some may Teel, not 
the role of a professional body whose 
exams you have passed and which you 
support with your subscription to tell you 
that you arc incompetent. It was against 
this background that the CPD In 
Construction Group was formed in 1980, 
the founder members Including theRIBA, 
RICS, CIOB, CIBSE, ISE, RTPl and 
the Building Centre Trust. The other 
founder member of the club I shall come 
to. The group has been working away 
promoting the cause of more is less, ie 
more knowledge and education means 
less defects. Now Dennis Neale, the 
retired head of (he Chartered Institute of 
Building, is running the group, and hopes 
to expand its membership to a wider slice 
of the building industry (linn just the 
professions. Wc wish him well, and it will 
be interesting to sec the outcome of 
various bits of resea rch now In hand.

THE completion of the new 
library and music building at 
Clare College in Cambridge 
seems certain to rekindle the 
debate that preceded its

Cambridge City Council 
initially opposed the scheme, 
but the environment secretary 
considered that a local decision 
should be reached.

BDP have carried ou( two city 
centre infill sheltered housing 
projects for the Key Housing 
Association. 

Both are designed to 
integrate the mentally 
handicapped with other people 
and avoid an institutional 


appearance 

The first, at Scott Street, 
Glasgow, comprises 19 one- to 
three-bedroom flats on a 
steeply sloping corner site. 

The elevations relate to the 
neighbouring three- and four- 
storey tenements. The four- 
storey development is divided 
scctionally to allow for changes 
in level and communal 
circulation centres on an 
exposed tubular-steel staircase 
leading to a glazed roof at top- 
floor level. 

Smooth red facing bricks 
and paviors were used 
externally with painted fair- 
faced blockwork inside and 
black and red stained timber

windows and doors. The roof is 
of blue-black asbestos slate. The 
project was finished in IS 
months for£505,000. 

A similar colour scheme has 
been applied to the second 
sheltered housing project, at 
Linthouse. It has blue-black 
asbestos cement roof slates, red 
facing bricks and blue and red 
stained timber windowand 
door frames. 

Located on a restricted level 
corner site next to four-storey 
tenements and two-storey 
terraced housing, the scheme is 
mnde up of six self-contained 
one- to three-bedroom flats 
and a group home of 12 
bedsilting rooms with shared 
lounge, dining, laundry and 
bathroom facilities. 

Circulation in the group 
home is by means of a central 
spine corridor on both floors, 
which is lop-lit on the upper 
level. 
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The Linthouse scheme was restricted by the corner site and neighbouring lenemenls.

KEPPIE Henderson have 
carried out three projects for a 
major industrial theme park at 
Motherwell, near Glasgow, 
with the latest completed 
earlier this year. 

The architects designed two 
buildings for the Scottish 
Development Agency 
comprising seven advanced 
factories and the main 
administration for the food 
park. These steel-framed and 
aluminium clad structures 
cater for 35-40 people and cost 
£850,000. 

The practice also undertook 
a distribution centre for Geest 
Industries for £2.2 million. 
Facilities include cold rooms, 
storage and two-storey, patent- 
glazed ofllces. 

The steel-framed and clad 
building has an advanced heat 
recovery system using excess 
heat from the refrigeration 
rooms to reduce fuel bills.

THE Waterfront housing 
project is Laing Homes’ 
contribution to the renewal of 
the city’s docklands, designed 
with ihc help of consultant 
architects Keppie Henderson.

QUANTITY surveyor Tom 
Laurie had jusi conic home 
from a holiday in the Loire 
Valley when a developer 
client working in Glasgow's 
historic Merchant City rang 
him.

success socially and sufficiently 
profitable for them to be plan¬ 
ning an extension. 

No 16-18 Blnckfriars Street 
was designed in the 1780s, 
probably as the kind of grand 
town house or mini-pa I a zzo 
where wcll-licalcd Glasgow 
merchants of that period both 
traded and lived above shop, but 
it was nnt built until 1792. 


Gotnmc & Walker in their 
Architecture of Glasgow attri¬ 
bute it tentatively to Robert and 
Janies Adam. Doric columns on 
either side of a rather grand 
Iront door are fas Laurie’s client 
appreciated) its outstanding 
feature. 

But in 1984 the building was a 
roofless shell. In its 190-ycar life 
it had played many roles. The 


growth of industry in the East 
End and the westward move¬ 
ment ofthe homes of I he wealthy 
limited its days as a prestige 
town house. It then became 
successively coflee-shop. room¬ 
ing house, pari of a mpeworks, 
vegetable wholesalers; then in 
the mid-1970s, when the vegc- 
lablc market moved out o( 
central Glasgow, it fell empty 
and grew increasingly derelict. 

“The major dereliction was 
caused by a blocked rain water 
pipe.” says Tom Laurie. "All I 
keep telling clients, the damage 
done by neglect is greater than 
the damage done by vanda¬ 
lism.” 

The Laurie brothers' restora¬ 
tion of the Blnckfriars Street 
building included boldly putting 
back a third storey, known from 
a photograph to have been there 
in 1910, and rebuilding a 
pediment above it. All this is not 
in stone — which everyone 
would have liked but would 
have added perhaps £80,000 to 
the cost and killed the project — 
but in brick, rendered and

painted, a cnnuinm practice in 
Scotland where porous stone 
often needs protection from the 
weather. 

Through that ground colum¬ 
ned front door the customer 
enters a large and lofty bar, on 
plan an inverted “T*. It is light 
and colourful, with paintings on 
the walls, an open fire btirningin 
an 18th century fireplace at one 
end, and a tape (often Scottish 
folk music) playing not too 
insistently in the background. A 
limber ceiling beam hns been 
picked out in colour with 
traditional Scottish decoration. 

Above the fireplace is a large 
and colourful ceramic, in Scot¬ 
tish primitive style, depicting a 
kilted Scot dancing. The liub- 
buy Bowstcr is a traditional 
Scottish dance. The Lauries 
commissioned the mural from 
Mary Wilson a 1 Glasgow School 
of Art. She bnsed it on a motif on 
an 18th century snuff box. 

Tlic stem of the “T” is partly 
filled by a French-looking bar, 
two long sides at right-angles, 
with coffee machine us well as 
beer pumps, tea cups nnd scones 
as well as the glorious, serried 
ranks of single malts. The 
atmosphere is lively but civi¬ 
lised. “What we were striving for 
was a kindofformaliscdchaos ” 
says Tom. 

Tom Laurie points to the bar, 
with customers standing or 
perched on stools. “The English 
go into a pub, get their drinks 
and look for somewhere to sit 
down. The French and the Scots 
tend to stand at the bar — 
perhaps so they can escape if 
there s trouble!” In its 19th 
century cofTce shop days, the 
building was much used by 
journalists from the Glasgow 
Herald. It gives him great 
satisfaction that once again 
Herald and other pressmen are 
among the regulars, eating as 
well as drinking. 

They often do so at wooden 
tables arranged around the long 
head of the "T” and to the right 
of the bar, silling on bentwood 
seats which Laune rescued from 
an old snooker hall and restored 
fortheBabbity. Behind the walls 
on either side of (he “T’s stem 
are, to theJcft a servery, to the 
right a newor rebuilt stair tower,

Landscapers’ age 
of enlightenment 


CLYDEBANK Business Park, 
says BDP Landscape’s Ian 
McGowan, is a telling example 
of how t he landscape architect mi 
an inier-discipluiary prartiLC 
can gel in on the ground floor in 
the planning and design ofa new 
development. 

The Clydebank site was the 
former Singer Sewing Machine 
Works, which the Scottish 
Development Agency has 
turned into a bust ling centre of 
new employment. 

BDP were engaged as plan¬ 
ners and architects, and McGo¬ 
wan was able to make a land¬ 
scape input right from Lhc start 
with the planning of the basic 
infrastructure. 

The master plan prepared by 
BDP called for demolition of 
selected buildings, construction 
of some new and conversion and 
rehabilitation of some old, over 


a live-year period. 

The commission specifically 
included phases ■ <1 landscape 
work as sites became available, 
though to an met all landscape 
plan. TheSDA took the enligh¬ 
tened view that new buildings 
providing new employment 
deserved a well-designed new 
landscape. 

The Forth & Clyde Canal 
threads through the site, and the 
plan latched on to this as an 
important feature to be exploi¬ 
ted. holding the new landscape 
together. 

It has even weathered better 
than one or two of the firms that 
set upin thepark — though most 
have prospered.

Site designers 
don’t hang about 


THE “Milling Space” — the 
central space in the Glasgow 
Garden Festival’s main site, in 
which visitors can “mill about” 
before selling off in the direct ion 
of the various theme areas — is 
being designed by BDP Land¬ 
scape's Glasgow office under 
Ian McGowan. 

It is, he says, “the eye of the 
daisy”; the petals are the five 
theme areas that radiate from it. 
But with a diameter of96 metres, 
it is quite some eye. 

Out of it lead nine exits/ 
entrances connecting with theme 
areas, with the walks that 
thread between them, and with 


the main gathering areas to the 
north. BDP's present proposal 
is that the milling space should 
be in the form ofa nine-pointed 
star, with raised landscape 
features breaking up the space, 
helping to channel visitors to the 
exits or points of the star, and 
providing shelter. In the middle 
would be a raised performance 
area 10 metres in diameter. 

Once his final designs are 
approved, McGowan hopes to 
beonsiteinthespringBUdpythe 
summer to be well advanced 
witli earth forming and grading, 
planting will follow in -the 
autumn. 


them to lake account of the line 
of a proposed link road so that 
the open space would still be 
viable if and when the road is 
built. 

The site has in the past been 
used for lipping, and is cut in two 
by a disused railway embank¬ 
ment. The railway embankment 
consists of ash blinding over a 
clay core; the lipping material 
included unsorled debris from 
demolished buildings, steel¬ 
work slag and ash. 

Palmer says the design's main 
objective was to produce u 
strong land form which, with 
planting, would screen a variety 
of activities from each other nnd 
allow them to go on together. 
The budget did not rim to 
imported topsoil; instead they 
proposed to use a mix of 
ameliorated railway embank¬ 
ment materials together with 
imported peal lo spread as a 
growing medium over regraded 
tip materials. 

In a curious wav the Garden 


Festival has made its contribu¬ 
tion. As part of the festival site 
package, Laingsaretobuildona 
site at the north-east corner of 
the new park. Early last venr 
they moved some 80,0(J0cu m of 
lipped material on to the future 
park — material unwanted by 
them but much needed by CP A 
for land-forming. More mate¬ 
rial for the same purpose is 
currently being trucked in from 
the St Enoch's shopping centre 
site. 

Facilities to be provided at 
Hogarth Park include several 
play areas for different age 
groups nnd activities, a BMX 
track, and an informal grass 
kickabout area. The brief culled 
lor consultations with people in 
adjoining streets, which Palmer 
says be welcomed and lias found 
useful. The final design shows 
footpaths crossing the site and 
feeding conveniently into ad¬ 
joining housing areas. 

The brief also required the

Agency, describes its 
community-based 
service, helping 
tenants to improve 
their environment. 

TECHNICAL Services 
Agency Lid is one of the very 
few genuinely tenant-con¬ 
trolled community technical 
aid centres in Britain. 

It was established by a group 
of tenant activists who were 
involved in a wide cross section 
of tenants and community 
organisations. These ranged 
front anti-dampness groups to 
community councils and mod¬ 
ernisation campaigns. Their 
experience in community action 
led them to the conclusion that 
tenant organisations needed 
access to independent technical 
expertise. 

Generally such u service was 
denied to tenant groups because 
they could not afford in pay 
professional fees; they decided 
the only wny round this problem 
was to set tiptlieir own technical 
service. It was a priority of the 
group that the service should be 
completely tenant-controlled, 
and th.-u the management struc¬ 
ture of the agency should be 
built around this principle of 
user control over services pro¬ 
vided. 

In 1983thegroupwussucecss- 
ful in oblainingfundingtlirough 
the Urban Aid Program me to set 
up a community technical aid 
centre on this structure (illus¬ 
trated). After an inception 
period, TSA became fully oper¬ 
ational in its own premises —a 
converted shop shell in the cast 
end of Glasgow’s city centre — 
towards flic end of 1984. TSA 
docs hnvc the ability to generate 
fees, where these can be identi¬ 
fied and claimed by groups from 
a funding source. Such revenue 
is simply ploughed back into 
TSA Ltd to improve the service 
it provides to the community. 

TSA provides a full range of 
architectural services. In prac¬ 
tice the work divides between 
providing technical reports on 
housing defects and undertak¬ 
ing design projects with groups 
who intend to provide new 
community facilities. In the case 
of design projects, tenants work 
closely withthearchitectnndare 
involved in all the decisions 
made throughout the course of 
the project. 

TSA's technical reports are 
used as an integral part of 
tenants campaigns. It is normal 
for one of TSA’s architects to 
spend time with the group 
explain ing to them in detail what 
is going wrong wit h their house, 
why, and what can be done to 
remedy Lhc problem. Armed 
with this knowledge and backed 
up by a technical analysis, the 
tenants are in a far stronger 
position to argue the case for 
more resources to be allocated 
to improving their housing 
conditions. 

Because fuel poverty and 
consequent condensation 
dampness, mould growth, dis¬ 
comfort and health related 
problems are endemic in much 
of Glasgow's housing stock, in- 
deplh thermal analysis has 
become r special Held ofexper- 
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Holding out a 
helping hand

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tise with TSA. With a history of 
having their lifestyle blamed for 
intolerable living conditions, it 
is a considerable boost to (he 
tenants confidence to know that 
the key to condensation control 
is in the hands of the building 
designcr/owncr. TSA also re¬ 
tains a lawyer to give advice and 
guidance where groups contem¬ 
plate some form of legal action. 

Another important aspect of 
TSA's work is information/ 
education back-up. For ex¬ 
ample, TSA produces a quar¬ 
terly technical information 
bulletin Tech-Talk and runs a 
scries of “Saturday Morning 
Seminars" lor tenants groups 
covering a wide range of legal 
and technical issues. There is 
also nn information bnnk in the 
TSA office which is used both as 
a reference source by staff and 
for information hand-outs to 
members. 

The following projects give 
some impression of the scope of 
TSA's activities:— 

Refurbishment — 
Easterhouse Project 
Trust 

The project huts were creeled in 
1968 using army labour, to 
provide a youth centre in an 
uitcmpl to reduce the high level 
of gang violence prevalent on an 
isolated estate housing 35,000 
people. Frankie Vauglian.along 
with several other dignitaries 
assisted in raising Tunds and 
support for the project trust. 
Since that time young people 
have flooded in to use the 
building for 5-a-sidc football, 
badminton, netball, snooker, 
pool, table tennis, video games, 
cycle/canoeing/hill walking 
clubs, weight training, discos 
and general snack bar and cafe. 

In 1983 the management 
committee realised that the 
useful life of the building fabric 
was coming to an end, and 
refurbishment was necessary if 
the building was to maintain its 
considerable popularity. Refur¬ 
bishment is in two phases;phase 
one being building improve¬ 
ments with phase two being 
landscaping and car parking. 
Phase one was completed this 
year, phase two will be by 
January 1987. 

The project involved trim¬ 
ming all costs to the limited 
budget available. A total of 
£80,000 (£133 per sq m) was 
finally approved after a long 
struggle with most of the money 
going on eight main elements: 
umbrella cladding, heating 
system, floor coverings, lighting 
system, new kitchen, drainage, 
internal skin and insulation, and 
painting. 

The refurbishment was in¬ 
itiated in 1983 when an urban 
aid application for £65,000 was 
lodged. As no architect was 
willing to lake on the work in 
advance of confirmation of 
funding, TSA was approached 
in April 1985 to produce the 
detailed plans and costings 


required to secure Scottish 
Office approval. 

This actually managed to 
achieve an increase in fundingof 
£40,000. The management com¬ 
mittee of TSA only accepted the 
referral ontheconditionthat the 
building users would formulate 
the brief and exercise control 
over all major design decisions. 
Tlic architect liaised with a 
group of 15 people who have on 
several occasions overruled his 
decisions and judgments and 
developed and implemented 
their own ideas. 

The project is run by a 
policeman with (he support of 
12 MSC workers. A two-tier 
management com mil tee oper¬ 
ates with community education 
workers, priests and ministers, 
users and mandatory sprinkling 
ofcclebritiesand local notables. 


The project's future now 
seems secure, especially as the 
centre itself raises funds by 
running discos and other events 
(pensioners' lunches etc). Like 
many other groups in similar 
situations, the community acti¬ 
vists are skilled in gelling blood 
out of a stone; and with the 
enthusiasm refurbishment 
seems to be general ingthc centre 
will hopefully attract even more 
groups and individuals, both 
adult and youth, as it will now be 
able to facilitate an expanded 
curriculum in a warm, dry and 
bright environment. 

Figures to date, (February I, 
1986), have shown a doubling in 
(he number of youths using the 
building and many unexpected 
activities being instigated. The 
building is considered so im¬ 
pressive by the local community

Fabric condition survey 
— Hallside Action 
Group 

Hnllsidc Village, 28 houses on 
the outskirts of Glasgow, is n 
product of the industrial expan¬ 
sion of the 19th century and it 
could be said that living con¬ 
ditions are worse now than t lien. 
Originally built to house the 
workers of a steel company, the 
present residents are tenants of n 
private property company. As 
the fortunes of the steel industry 
and the interest of (he owners 
faded, so did the village. This 
prompted the tenants and other 
residents to form the Hallside

Three years of campaigning 
achieved no tangible results, due 
in pan to a moratorium on 
private sector repair grants. 
Frustrated by both a lack of 
action and information con¬ 
cerning their plight, the group 
asked TSA to prepare a report 
on the village. This provided the 
group with a detailed condition 
survey of the 28 houses; recom¬ 
mendations fur remedial 
measures both generally and for 
specific items (eg building 
fabric, thermal behaviour ami 
heat ing) and outline costings for 
a full rehabilitation programme. 

This information allowed the 
group to assess their situation 
accurately, investigate alterna¬ 


tive sources of funding and 
renew pressure on the owners 
and local and international 
authorities. In late 1985, a 
promise of a low-in lerest loan 
was secured from the ECSC 
when the report was presented 
by the group's Euro M P. In turn, 
this encouraged the local au¬ 
thority to offer to buy thcvillage 
to hand over to a local housing 
association for rehabilitation. 
In 1987 the residents of Hallside 
may therefore finally be in 
decent housing under their own 
control. 

Investigatory surveys — 
Bison system, Bellshill; 
Myton system, Wishaw; 
subsidence, Possilpark 

A significant proportion of the 
TSA workload involves the 


instigation of investigative 
reports, with topics ranging 
from environmental to housing 
related problems. The common 
denominator in each case is 
invariably a "nuisance" or 
"annoyance" factor to the 
detriment of our client groups’ 
living and housing conditions. 

To date report topics have 
included investigations into: 
asbestos in housing; Bison 
system-build housing at Bells- 
hill; Myton system-build at 
Wishaw and structural move¬ 
ments to housing throughout 
Glasgow. 

One such report centred on a 
detailed survey into patterns of 
cracking and related defects to 
local authority housing stock in 
Possilpark, Glasgow, Ihe re¬ 
port was commissioned by the 
local ten ants' association who 
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RP Tubing by Mannesmann Incorporates the 
latest technology In construction and design 
aimed to meet Ihe advanced needs of to-day; 
some of the advantages of using modern 
welded steel profiles include:

In addition to recording survey 
findings, detailed research was 
instigated to ascertain possible 
causes. This involved Ihe iden¬ 
tification of all potentially 
disruptive factOT.s suspected of 
influencing local site conditions 
— ground conditions, construc¬ 
tion methodology, water tables, 
traffic vibration and site drain¬ 
age to name but a few. 

Survey findings revealed thut 
the cracking observed was 
structural in nature and sympto¬ 
matic uf differentia! settlement 
to building foundations as a 
result of subsidence. The final 
report concluded that the ground 
movement liasnot attributed to 
any single factor hut rather a 
complex inter-action. Realising 
that the need for additional 
specialist survey work, test 
bores, soil analysis etc, was 
outside tile scope of TSA 
resources, the emphasis of the 
report concentrated on justify¬ 
ing the ease lor flirt Iter detailed 
investigations by the appro¬ 
priate local authority depart¬ 
ments. 

The finished report then 
formed the basis for a campaign 
mounted by the tenants grnupin 
an at tent pi it' resolve the 
situation. Sadly, however, the 
report findings were not accep¬ 
ted. The tenants' light con¬ 
tinues. 

Thermal analysis — 
Pilot Retrofit Project, 
DRI (dampness remedy 
initiative), Bridgeton 

TSA intends to make a contribu¬ 
tion to Energy Efficiency Year 
by undertaking to retrofit two 
damp houses. This exercise will 
demonstrate that it is possible 
with appropriate insulation, 
heating and ventilation to 
improve local authority housing 
stock at an economic cost to 
provide homes which people can 
alTord to keep warm and con¬ 
densation free. 

As with all TSA's project 
work, tenants will be closely 
involved at all stages of the 
project and will work in close 
contact with TSA architects. 

Technical objectives; the 
proposed target for this pilot

demonstration project is a pair 
of five-person four-apartment 
maisonettes with inset access 
decks ahove/bclow bedroom 
and bathroom accommodation. 
Although constructed in the mid 
1970s. the storey block has only 
25mm insulation quill in the 
roof, walls arc cavity brick 
plastered directly, windows are 
single glazed with warped and 
draughted steel frames, and of 
course ground floors are uninsu¬ 
lated. 

The second Hoot deck in 
particular provides archetypal 
"cold bridges" with resultant 
coiulensaiititi/daiupness prob¬ 
lems on the ceilings nt rooms 
below. Also these maisonettes 
have exposed north facing 
gables and (he south walls ate 
solid brickwork mi the access 
stairwells.

lhc adopted solutions will be 
taken m lull consul union with 
the tenant and will o| course be 
Mihieci io fiu.inu.il limitations. 
However it is proposeilih.it one 
measure will be to glaze m east 
facing access decks to form entry 
buffers. 

Recent research work at 
Strathclyde University indicates 
a considerable Scottish poten¬ 
tial for passu e solar retrofit 
measures of iliis. type, and the 
solution will be modelled using a 
dynamic thermal simulation 
programme.

THE old city of Londonderry, originally built 
in the 17th century and one of the few 
remaining walled cities in Europe, has been 
subject to years of neglect and devastation as 
a result ofthc troubles. Property values in the 
area are low and existing holders have 
generally preferred to take compensation Tor 
damaging, rather than stay and rebuild. 

In 1981 the North West Centre for 
Learning & Development, a group 
concerned with individual and community 
development, initiated the Inner City Project, 
under the direction of an ex-building foreman, 
Patrick Doherty, to revitalise (he devastated 
, Derry environment. In so doing, the centre 
aimed to create employment and exploit the 
tourist potential of I he area. The centre has a 
broad based management committee with 
representatives from trade, professional, 
religious and civic sections of the community. 

A trust including church leaders and the 
mayor of the city, was established to 
develop the project. 

The concept was to rebuild derelict 
properties using local labour to create various 
amenities for young people, including craft 
workshops, training facilities and libraries, 
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who visited the schemes between November 1985 and early May 
this year. All the schemes were current, ie not completed by 
December 31, 1985. The award winners receive £1,000, 
certificates and plaques for the buildings; the scheme for Derry 
pictured on this page has been given the Charles Douglas-Home 
Award, in memory of The Times' late editor, comprising £2,500. 
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and encourage tourism by developing an 
historic walk. 

The finance package for this project is a 
combination of Youth Training Programme 
and Action for Community Employment 
funding for the labour costs, with the Derry 
city council, Irish American Cultural 
Institute, the Ireland Fund of America and a 
number of other American Irish organisations 


and individuals donnt ing money for mala 
Initial capital for the sites and derelict ' 
buildings was raised by bank loans, the , 
Irish Society, the Ecumenical Developing 
Co-operative Society and the Irish 
Ecumenical Church Loan Fund. 

Since lhe Derry Inner City Project mi 
initiated in 1981, eight buildings have bed 
completed. Three more are under 


construction and four have received planning 
permission. The craft village Is in the 
planning stages and the 15th century castle is 
nearing completion. Some 500 people nrc now 
employed or in training on this venture, 
making it the second highest employer in the 
district after Du Pont Chemicals. Due to the 
letting of completed premises for training 
and educational purposes, cash is being 


generated and I he cash flow projections 
indicate that in three years the income 
available will cover capital and interest 
repayments. 

Any surplus money avnihibic will 
be used to acquire further existing derelict 
buildings. 

The assessors commented: “An Ingenious 
range of activities covering all the building 


trades, stuined glass, textiles and indexing 
local records makes the activity of tills 
venture particularly commendable. The Inner 
City Trust has realised many of the very 
objectives which other groups Imvc only 
talked about. 

“City dereliction has given way to a 
busy, optimistic group of buildings full of 
life and fulfilling gainful activity." 




Award: Laird School of 
Art repair scheme, 
Birkenhead, Merseyside 
Laird Enterprise Trust 
Association 

ABOVE and below: Residents In 
the Conway area of Birkenhead 
came together with help from 
Nottingham University’s 
Education for Neighbourhood 
Change unit to survey the 
wasted resources, human and 
material, of the area and to 
work out how they could be put 
to good use. With funding from 
Wlrral Borough Council they 
visited about 1,400 households 
and checked on every disused 
building. Afler long negotiations 
they secured the Laird School of 
Art, a substantial Victorian 
building owned by the council 
but unoccupied for more than 
two years, and suffering from 
neglect, vandalism and arson. 

They formed the Laird 
Enterprise Trust Association 
and, with the assistance of the 
Town &. Country Planning 
Association and the Manpower 
Services Commission,set up a 
community programme to 
undertake basic repairs so that 


the building could be used to set 
up small-scale enterprises. 
Between them the small 
enterprises would cover the 
overheads and make the building 
self-supporting under the 
management of the residents’ 
own association. 

A firm of local architects, 
Inncs Wilkin Ainsley Gorman, 
have provided technical 
supervision of the repair work, 
and as the work proceeds, floor 
by floor, residents' enterprises 
are moving in, literally, from the 
basement up. A potter, a school 
furniture repair service, a local 
artist, and a meals/sandwlcli 
delivery service on “the flying 
buttle bike" are already in 
operation, and other users arc 
lining up to occupy additional 
work areas as they become 
available. A small team, Rinded 
by MSC Voluntary Projects 
Programme, Is providing 
business planning advice and 
follow-up. 

Outside the building, space Is 
reserved for a creche/play area 
with a dragons mural already 
designed and painted by 
neighbouring school children, 
who are now designing a castle 
climbing frame.

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Award: Tabernacle 
Community Centre, 
Notting Mill, London. 
The Tabernacle 
Community Association 
Ltd 

‘HIE Tabernacle iv :i C■ mile It 
listed building erected b> un 
evangelical church sect in the 
I9tii century, situated in the 
ColvilJe/Tavisiock wards of 
North Kensington. The need fora 
community centre in this area 
was recognised by local 
community groups in the 1960s. 
In 1980 lhe borough council 
agreed to let out the building at 
a peppercorn rent on licence lu 
an independent management 
committee elected by members 
of what came to be called the 
Tabernacle Community 
Association Limited. 

It was another four years 
before the voluntary 
management committee was 
able to raise the funds required 
to re-develop the Tabernacle to 
provide a full range of 
community facilities. Hie 
building now accommodates a 


youth club, an art room, a 
gymnasium, cafeteria, 
projection room, and a main hail 
used fur a creche, parents and 
hallies group, and 
meet) ng /rehears ii I /lie r fur mu nee 
space for local bands. 

lhe 1 a her nude has 
progressed fruin a position of 
potential bankruptcy in 19HI In 
a relative financial security, 
with support from the borough 
councir and various charitable 
organisations, supplemented h> 
income levied from hookings, 
events and the bar. Additionally, 
grants from the borough and 
Manpower Services 
Commission have enabled the 
start of the Tabernacle painting 
and decorating community 
programme scheme. 

The assessors commented 
“(we) were impressed by the 
large size of the project and the 
steady and well organised 
programme, which was 
enthusiastically run by the 
committee and staff. We 
understand it is now used as a 
focal point for the Naltfng Hill 
festival and will now become the 
focal point for the entire area”. 



CHANGING THE FACE OF FLOORCOVERINGS 
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Award: Tideway Yard, 
Mortlake, London. 

IN 1978 the local community 
became concerned over the 
future of a set of dilapidated 
buildings between Mortlnkc 
High Street and the River 
Thames in the London borough 
of Richmond. The councils 
proposal was to demolish all the 
buildings and create nn "open 
space'* at the cost of £1 million. 

Local residents formed the 
Mortlake Community 
Association (MCA) In order to 
attempt to persuade the council 
that the buildings, which are in a 
conservation area, were worth 
saving nnd could be put to 
worthwhile community use. The 
MCA formulated a detailed 
brief which was eventually 
accepted by the council and 
offered to potential developers 
by way of an open competition. 
The brief called for community 
workshops and studios for start¬ 
up firms, housing units, a youth 
club, social facilities, council 
depot nnd n riverside cafe 
with landscaping and parking. 

The project has come to 
fruition only as a result oflotnl 
commitment on the pnrl of the 
MCA (which has developed into 
nn association of >100 members 
In three years) and their 
archil eel/dev elopers Gillian 
Harwood and Philip Lancashire. 

The project is not receiving 
subsidies or grants of nny kind 
and it took two years to raise the 
finance to rcnlisc the scheme. 
The project hns now been 
implemented with borrowed 
money hut nt commercial rates. 
W J Marslon & Son Ltd 
will carry out the building works 
and finance this project in its 
entirety as n commercial 
venture, selling the finis to the 
owners and acting as bankers for 
the workshops which will be 
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managed by the 
nrchitccl/devclopcrs on their 
behalf. 

The assessors commented 
(hat, “MCA Is an example 
which shows how the local 


community can influence 
projects Initially, develop the 
idea nnd lead to Its commercial 
exploitation but still retain the 
overall interest in the way In 
which it should develop". 


Award: Ouseburn 
Warehouse, Newcastle 
Upon Tyne. Ouseburn 
Co-operative 

In 1980 the freehold of h large 
disused whisky warehouse, 
situated on a tributary of the 
Tyne, was bought by community 
worker, Mike Mould. In the 
following live years, a group of 
local craftsmen and sitmll 
businesses working with 
Mould through self-build work, 
created within the redundant 
warehouse a wide variety of 
facilities for their own use 
including workshops, a 
recording studio, a pottery , nn 
artists studio, offices for a 
community theatre group, 
rehearsal space and a residential 
flat. But because of limited 
funds, lack of co-ordination and 
overall design concept, essential 
work for the building fabric nnd 
the provision of basic amenities 
whs not possible at (his time. 

In 1985 the users decided to 
form a co-operative to manage 
the building and commission a 
feasibility study. This first 
stage, made possible by an RIBA 
Community Project Grant, local 
architect Peter Lambert and co¬ 
operative consultant Nick 
Murgatroyd advising on the 
manngement, legal and financial 
aspects, was undertaken to 
generate interest and support 
from the local authority. Basic 
proposals were drawn up for 
essential works to the building. 
The co-operative achieved 
credibility and was able to 
negotiate with the council for 
financial assistance. 

The building offers 35,000sq 
Tt of space and basic repairs will 
cost approximately £130,000. It 
has been estimated that self- 
build work on indlvidunl floors, 
serviced spnee could be available 
for under £10 per sq ft. 
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Although the Ouseburn 
Warehouse has passed the initial 
feasibility stage and received 
some local funding, the real 
success and continued 
development of the project is 
dependent on the mixing of 
£100,000 for the capital works 
required to meet statutory 
regulations. Hie co-operative 
lias identified the separate costs 
needed to cover particular 
parcels of work, thus enabling 
potential funders to contribute 
to a specific part of the whole 
phase one development. Long 
term, once the capiliil works are 
completed, the co-operative 
hopes to be self-financing by 
acquiring a 99-yenr leasehold 
and subletting space to its 


member organisulions. 

There are currently 40 people 
using the warehouse space for 
their particular enterprises. The 
full realisation of the project will 
bring a significant building back 
into positive use and provide 
economic space for small 
businesses and community 
art s/cduca t ion al /recreu I lonal 
organisations. 

The assessors comment: 
“Such a project is ii 
development of the concept of 
managed workshops, identifying 
local social entrepreneurs, 
developing their own business 
skills leading to running an 
organisation which will make Us 
own way, evolving according to 
need".

THE Calvay nrca of Barlnnark 
is an Isolated post-war housing 
cslnlc ivllli poor transport und 
community nniciillies nnd high 
unemployment and social 
deprivation. 

In 1983 (he locnl tenants 
formed a “street committee" lo 
discuss the problems of their 
neighbourhood and act as a 
pressure group to improve their 
environment. The council 
appronched the tenants and 
together it was decided lo try 
nnd set up a community 
controlled co-operative (non 
equity sharing housing co¬ 
operative). The tenants 
subsequently appointed a Co¬ 
operative Steering Committee, 
who, with the support of the 
council, appointed consultants 
to undertake n feasibility study 
of the area, with a view to 
testing the viability or creating a 
co-operative. 


Based on iho ensuing 
feasibility report, funding was 
applied for through the Glasgow 
District council to the Scottish 
Development Department. 
Owing to the tenacity of the co¬ 
operative, following Initial 
refusal of the package, tenants 
were finally offered funding 
through the Scottish Housing 
Corporation, eliminating 
Glasgow District Council 
altogether from the finances. 

The co-operative involves a 
total of 366 flats comprising 
eight flats per close In four- 
storey tenement buildings. The 
construction costs, which cover 
environmental works, repair and 
some internal improvements, are 
estimnted tobe£5m. 

This concept offers tenants 
the unique opportunity to have a 
large measure of control In their 
day to day living environment 
and effective management and 
maintenance of their own 
housing stock. 

The assessors were most 
impressed by (he close co¬ 
operation between the Glasgow 
district council, the Steering 


Committee and the professional 
advisors: “The reason this 
project is special is (he nature of 
the problem it deals with and the 
power of the solution for (he re¬ 
generation of estates that only a 
hnndfui of optimists could be 
committed to saving... They 
(the co-op) have got a vision of 
a post industrial future (hat we 
think should be supported to the 
hilt”. 


Award: Hoxton Street 
renewal project, 

London. The Hoxton 
Trust 

FORMERLY a lively area, with 
a colourful street market and 
strong sense of neighbourliness, 
Hoxton Street in Hackney had 
progressively deteriorated 
during the 1970s as a result of 
falling population, high 
unemployment and loss of local 
trade to multiple stores. 

In 1981 the Shoreditch 
Festival, a local group 
specialising in family 
entertainments in the area, 
became very concerned at the 
Increasing dereliction of central 
Hoxton and its street market. 
Covent Garden Housing 
Project’s architects prepared a 
scheme for the development of 
150-176 Hoxton Street and 
obtained government funding for 
it. To ensure the development of 
this scheme, (he Hoxton Trust 
was formed and registered as a 
company in 1982. 

The quality and speed of the 
redevelopment has generated 
much private commercial 
investment in the centre, with 
market pitch bookings 
increasing and local traders 
spending money to improve their 
premises. 

Tangible results of the trust’s 


work include: 

• The transformation of H 
derelict site into a lush 

garden with terraced 
shrubberies, completed, with (he 
installation of a salvaged 
clocktower as a local landmark, 
at a cost of only £4! ,000. 

• The refurbishment of the 
buildings to provide two shops, 
five housing association flnts, 
offices for the Shoreditch 
Festival and 1 lost on Trust, nnd 
workshop nnd slorngc areas 
including a propagation unit. 

• The re-eslnblishment, ns a 
feature of the market, of a pic and 
mnsh shop, refitted by a local 
businessman with trndlllonnl and 
expensive materials. 

• The construction of a BMX 
bicycle (rack. 

• The landscaping of local 
parks and the establish meat of a 
gardening service for 
pensioners. 

Looking to the future, (he 
trust has acquired derelict Innd 
for a housing association 
development of sheltered flats, 
produced plans for new student 
accommodation. The trust is 
also fighting vigorously for the 
retention and development of 
historic poor house buildings in 
Hoxton Street, which the 
District Health Authority has 
provisionally decided to 
demolish. 
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Award: Cardiff City 
Farm, Cardiff City 
Farm Trust 

IN 1978 a group of local people 
living in a deprived urban area 
of Cardiff became interested in 
the possibility of reclaiming and 
developing wasteland sites. With 
the intention of initiating the 
first urban farm In Wales, they 
formed the Cardiff City Farm. 

With (he help of a local 
architect, a suitable site was 
found and plans and proposals 
drawn up. In April 1979, 
following planning consent and 
initial funding under the Urban 
Programme, work began to 
transform a four acre former 
refuse (Ip in Grangetown, 
Cardiff, into Wales’ first urban 
farm. 

The aim of the farm is to 
revitalise and cultivate waste 
land to provide a wide range of 
amenities for (he community 
including gardening, vegetable 
growing and animnl husbandry. 
Tile City Farm enables all 
members of the community to 
develop first hand experience of 
rural activities In their own 
neighbourhood on a dally basis, 
as well ns providing considerable 
educational, leisure and 
recreational facilities. Activities 
to date include a farmhouse 
(with goats, pigs, ducks and 



hens) pottery workshop, a fish 
farm and community gardens 
growing a variety of flowers and 
vegetables. 

The initial construction costs 
of approximately £52,000 have 
been met by the Urban 
Programme, with Manpower 
Services Commission funding 
for (he labour costs and 
additional financial assistance 
from the local authority, 


donations and various national 
and local trusls helping wilh the 
costs for the buildings, 
equipment and environmental 
Improvements. 

The farm is now n registered 
charity and a voluntnry body 
which aims (o be mainly self 
supporting through the services 
offered, and the generation of 
income from farm produce. 

As the nsscssors commented: 


"Although (he project Is at an 
‘Intermediate 1 stage, it is a very 
exciting place to be In nnd has 
enormous potential for the 
future. 

Competently run by hard 
working idealists, and supported 
by local business, it makes an 
Important contribution to the 
local community, largely 
through thul community's own 
Interest and involvement".

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Award: Zenzele self- 
build housing for the 
unemployed, Fishponds, 
Bristol. Zenzele Self- 
Build Housing 
Association 

IN 1982, at the initiative of local 
JPs Stella Clarke and Project 
Full Employ worker, Tana 
AdebiyI, a scheme was set up to 
enable young unemployed 
youths from the St Pauls area of 
Bristol lo build their own flats 
on a self-build basis. 

The primary objectives of the 
scheme were to give young 
untrained people an opportunity 
to develop work experience and 
useful skills, to provide 
improved housing for those 
living in cither rented 
accommodation or crowded 
family houses and, most 
importantly, to engender a sense 
of optimism and motivation for 
the future. 

A Bristol Committee of 
Advisers was formed to work 
with the self build groups. 
Together they discussed all 
Issues ranging from 
programming and fund raising 
lo building design. Funding was 
ultimately obtained through the 
Housing Corporation on their 


normal self build liu*>ls (which 
means that at the end of the 
project the Housing 
Corporation loans are repaid 
from Individual mortgages). 
Further financial and moral 
support was raised from various 
local professional bodies and 
institutions to cover bridging 
loan problems. The Bristol & 
West agreed to pay the 
mortgages on completion, the 
National Westminster Bank 
agreed to an unsecured 
overdraft facility of £1,000, and 
the DHSS guaranteed to pay 
tfae Interest on the selT builders* 
mortgage repayments in the 
event of their not finding 
employment on completing their 
housing. This enabled (be 
scheme to be entirely self- 
funding. 

Work started onsite daring 
May 1984 with occupation 
following in the summer of 
1984.Twehe one bedroom 
flats with a communal laundry 
and garden have been provided 
at a cost of approximately 
£144,000 Including land cost, 
site works, communal facilities 
and professional fees. Eleven of 
the 12 group members have now 
found tall lime employment and 
four have formed their own 
building company. 
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Commendation: 
Hemsworth Water 
Park, West Yorkshire. 
Hemsworth Town 
Council 

FOLLOWING locnl pressure, 
due to the loss of an existing 
water amenity area, Hemsworth 
Town Council initiated the 
Hemsworth Water Park project 
to provide water based and rural 
recreational facilities for a 
deprived urban area, previously 
dominated by the coal industry 
now with high unemployment. 

The town council has parish 
council status and comprises IS 
councillors. The only 
professional staff are one part 
time clerk and an assistant. 

In 1983 the town council 

f iurchaseda 10.9 ha piece of 
and from existing funds and, In 
consultation wit ITvarious 
local community organisations. 

Commendation: Frinton 
& Wnlton Heritage 
Centre, Walton-on-thc- 
Naze, Essex. The 
Frinton & Walton 
Heritage Trust 
SINCE! its foundation in 1984, 
the Frinton St Walton 
EIcritagcTru5t, n registered 
charity a mi luted to the Civic 
Trust, Imd recognised the need 
Tor a base nnd exhibition centre. 
The group consists mainly of 
retired people who want to use 
their skills and energies to 
improve their local environment 
and amenities. 

The Heritage Trust Identified 
the Old Ufchont House sit 
Walton-on-thc-Naze as a 
possible location for their 
activities, although It was at that 
time in a poor stale of neglect 
nnd dilapidation. They 
negotiated a 21-year repairing 
lease at £5 per annum rent with 



voluntary groups and 
professional consultants, 
developed plans lo create a 
country park based around two 
lakes with a clubhouse/ 
community centre. 

Phase 1, including 
landscaping, a fishing lake and a 
nature area, was constructed for 
a total cost or approximately 
£92,500, with council funds 
lapped up by n grant from the 
Countryside Commission. 



Phase II, comprising a water 
sports lake, play areas and car 
parking, was constructed at a 
cost of approximately £205,000 
with part funding from West 
Yorkshire MCC. Financial 
assistance from the Sports 
Council and a loan arrangement 
from the council covered the 
cost of the club house/ 
boathouse (£430,000). The work 
was undertaken by a 
combination of local people In 
short term employment, 
voluntary helpers, 
and contractors for the 
major works. 

The assessors commented: 
“This is an example or a parish 
council, known as a town 
council, of volunteers including 
the clerk, using their ingenuity 
nnd dealing In a subject in which 
they do not have real experience, 
but have acquired it". 


Commendation: The 
Burnley Mechanics, 
Lancashire. Burnley 
Borough Council 
ONE of the finest examples of 
Classical architecture in the 
town, the Burnley Mechanics 
building, originally built as a 
literary and scientific institute, 
and now owned by Burnley 
Borough Council, was vacated 
by its former tenants in 1979. 

The council immediately 
resolved to make the building, 
which had been a centre of 
education and craftsmanship in 
the 19th century, structurally 
sound and weatherproof. In 
1982 the council took the lead in 
a further decision to refurbish 
the building, enabling it to be 
brought back into public use as 
an arts and entertainments 
centre with opportunities for 
training and employment. The 
work carried out to make the 
building structurally sound, 
together with the extensive 
refurbishment scheme, was 
funded mainly by the borough 
council but with the help of 
grants from the Historic 
Buildings Council, the Arts 
Council of Great Britain, the 
English Tourist Board and hinds 
from the original Mechanics 
Trust. In addition, the Burnley 
& District Arts Council are 



working with the borough 
council to launch an tippetil for 
further funding. 

The Burnley Mechanics will 
provide a range of arts and 
entertainments facilities 
including a 400-scal, fully 
equipped theatre on the first 
floor, (which enn be adapted fur 
use as a dance or banqueting 
hall), changing rooms, two bars, 
a large ground floor circulation 
area, coffee shop and a 
nationally networked tourist 
information centre. It Is 
Intended that the lower ground 
floor of the property will be 


occupied by the Mid-Pennine 
Arts Association and converted 
Tor use as an arts gnllcry with 
practical workshops for arts 
(raining. 

T he conversion of the Burnley 
Much allies to a mull [-use arts 
and entertainments centre 
provides, in a recognised 
building of architectural 
interest, a platform Tor 
professional and amateur events 
covering a full range of cultural 
and social activities and 
establishes a base from which 
work can be extended Into the 
community. 


Commendation: Lea 
View House, Hackney, 
London. Lea View 
House Tenants 
Association 

LEA View House, heralded as 
“Heaven in Hackney" when it 
first opened in 1939, had, by the 
1960s, become a rundown herd- 
to-lel estate hated by Its tenants 
who had no choice but to live 
there. 

Out of desperation, by the 
late 1970s, the tenants had 
forced their way onto the 
council’s priority list. In 
autumn 1980 architects Hunt 
Thompson Associates were 
appointed by (he London 
Borough of Hackney, with a 
brief to keep the tenants on the 
estate. From a project office set 
up in one of the empty flats on 
the estate, the architects 
conducted a thorough survey of 
the buildings nnd the tenants. By 
taking the tcnnnts ns the clients 
and reaching a proper 
understanding of their problems, 
the architects developed new 
ways of using the existing 
buildings so that every type of 
household need could be 
recognised, respected and 
entered for. 

T hroughout the project, now 
at its halfway stage, tenants 
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have been involved individually 
through the customisation of 
their own homes and collectively 
through their tenants 
association. 

The first new homes were 
completed in June 1983 and the 
first half of the project (125 out 
of 228 new homes) is now 
complete. The £6.5 million 
rolling programme (funding 
from the London Borough or 
I lackncy) will he finished by 
spring 1988. It is already evident 
that the tenants’ lives have been 
transformed and there is a new 


sense of community spirit on (lie 
estate. Vandalism, mugging and 
crime have been virtually 
eliminated, communal areas 
remain clean and cared for. Fuel 
bills have halved and 
condensation, a major problem 
at the start, has now been cured. 

“As an example of the 
pot enllul of sonic ‘difficult' 
council estates, l.eu View is the 
standard to be aimed at”, 
commented the assessors. 
“Other council’s have much to 
learn from Hackney’s Lea View 
House Project."

IN 1980 (he Outdoor Work 
Department of Bedales School 
was offered a disused 18th 
century barn from nearby 
Selbourne as a centre Tor the 
department's tree industry and 
local conservation work. The 
barn was dismantled, 
transported and reconstructed 
within the school grounds by the 
pupils themselves, under adult 
supervision. Three years later a 
second barn from Alton was 
added, forming a barnyard. 

The project was funded in part 
by the Hampshire County 
council and local business 
sponsors, by the generosity of 
old Redallans and parents, and 
(lie fund-raising efforts of (he 
pupils which accounted for 
about one third or the cost. 

The Outdoor Work 
Department concentrates 
chiefly on trees, both producing 
and selling them, and labouring 
in neighbouring woods and 
gardens for two thirds of 
professional costs, ns well ns 
working with local conservation 


Tendring District Council and set 
about raising the money 
required. Early fund raising 
efforts brought In £4,000 which 
has subsequently been spent on 
cleaning and repairs. 

The l rust expects lo be able to 
cover its running costs in the 
future from exhibitions, but is 
still seeking briber funds lo 
enable public access to the 
“Buildings" gallery level.

Commendation: Vivat 
Ware, Hertfordshire. 
Vivat Ware Working

IN the early 1970s the ancient 
town of Ware, situated by the 
River Lea lu Hertfordshire, was 
suffering from progressive 
decline and economic depression 
owing to a whole range of 
environmental and planning 
problems. Recognising this, the 
urban district council (UDC) of 
Ware and the Hertfordshire 
County Council considered that a 
study should be undertnken to 
determine an enhancement 
programme Tor action. 

in 1973 they appointed 
architects Rock Townsend to 
undertake a feasibility study of 
the town to Identify its current 
problems and potent ini for 
ffiturc development nnd 
rejuvenation. 

Vivat Ware, the report 
published in October 1974, gave 
a thorough analysis of the fabric 
of the town, in terms of 
economic, socinl nnd physical 
characteristics, and examined 
ways in which existing resources 
could be used to revitalise Ware. 
Although initially n basis for 
discussion, (he report in fact 
became a vehicle for action by 
encouraging discussion between 
consultants, the council (now 
after local government re¬ 
organisation, the East 
Hertfordshire District Council) 
and local groups, and promoting 
the “enabling’ 1 of a programme 
of Improvement; for Ware. 

An advisory committee, 
reconstituted as the Vivat Ware 
Working Party,'comprising 


district councillors, members of 
the Ware Society, members of 
the Chamber of Trade, planning 
and conservation officers and 
the architects, became the 
formal agency responsible for 
Implementing the 
recommendations. 

The potential of Ware is 
gradually being realised with the 
raising of commercial values to 
provide finance and planning 
gains for rehabilitation, and the 
Improvement of urban and 
environmental design. Most 
significant, has been the 
engendering of n spirit of 
enthusiasm amongst the local 
community and the sound 
development of their 
commitment to the aims and 
objectives of Vivat Ware. 

The project continues as a 
community enterprise, with 
ongoing consultancy from the 
architects. Achievements lo date 
include: the constructive use of 
derelict sites; the Identification 
and refurbishment of redundant 
buildings; the registration of 
Ware with the British 
Arch neology Council as an 
outstanding (own; considerable 
improvements to historic 
buildings including the 18th 
century gazebos, a unique 
feat lire of Ware. 

The assessors comment: 
"Community opposition has 
been transformed into positive 
and effective action and (here 
arc many lessons to be learnt 
from the approach adopted here, 
not least the way a local group, 
local authority and a 
professional can work together 
as a teaih. Vivat Ware deserves 
to be emulated."

11vey 
were not successful however 
until 1985. when they effected 
purchase with a grant from 
Greater Manchester Council, 
and formed the Etherow Centre 
Trust. Work began on the 
project in November 1985 after

AVA i which showed 
The need fair a village meeting 
place 1 !hat was accessible Tor 
elderly, people wll h restricted 
mobility an d close to the shops 
and post office. ' . 

. Following (he receipt of an 
RIBA grant in 1982 a.vlnble 


scheme was produced Tor the 
conversion of an old disused 
agricultural storage building, In 
an ideal location by the village 
pond. Negotiations with (he 
Manpower Services 
Commission secured free labour 
for the building work, and grants 
provided by various 
organisation;, (including Help 
the Aged, Age Concern und 
Social .Services), were 
supplemented by fundraising 
events organised by the AVA. 

The Call In was opened In ' 
July 19B5, to widespread 
support and considerable 
Interest. It Is hoped that the 
project will eventually be self 
supporting through charges for 
activities provided.

It was 
intended that the centre should 
provide a much needed base 
from which the young people 
could gel Involved In 
constructive activities of benefit 
to both themselves and the 
community. 

A sub-committee entitled the 
Penzance Youth Forum was 
Formed nnd commenced Fund 
raising to help put its plans into 
motion.

The district council ngrecd to

White funding came from

The redundant warehouse was 
converted at n cost of £20,000

The centre opened its doors on 
October 1,1985, and is now run, 
by a voluntary management 
committee of young people 
assisted by a part time youth 
worker.

THE first retrospective of 
Am6dee Ozenfant is pre¬ 
sently touring France. This 
painter obviously has a 
special interest for architects 
because of his close associa¬ 
tion with Corbusier, but it is 
perhaps precisely for this 
reason that we have not 
considered him seriously in 
his own right; indeed the 
catalogue compiled to ac¬

which have rarely been 
exhibited in any major art 
galleries. 

The exhibition was initialed 
by the Music Antoine Leeuyer 
in St Quentin, a municipal art 
gallery, which should be con¬ 
gratulated for having the cou¬ 
rage to undertake such an 
ambitious project — including 
arrangements for the exhibi¬ 
tion's subsequent tour — when 
more prestigious institutions 
had neglected to mount an 
Ozenfant retrospective. This has 
added to significance of the 
exhibition in that it was pre¬ 
pared, and first shown, in the 
very town where Ozenfant was 
born and grew up. Today 
St Quentin is a typical med¬ 
ium-sized town in northern 
France, but in the late 19th 
century (Ozenfant was born in 
1886) the surrounding region, 
between Paris and the Channel 
ports, was one of the most 
advanced industrially in the 
whole country, a place where 
progress and Icehnnlogy were 
bywords. The painter's lather 
was a builder, interested in 
exploiting the latest materials 
and techniques, notably rein¬ 
forced concrete. O/cnfant was 
mad about cars, attending 
virtually every grand prix meet¬ 
ing in France mid .together with 
his brother Jean, lie designed the 
chassis for his own sports car in 
1910-11. 

His artistic studies begun with 
the drawing classes of the local 
nrt school, mimed after Dcla- 
toiir, the most famous artist 
raised in St Quentin by that date. 
Ozenfant must have become 
very familiar with Quentin 
Delutour's own work, since 
these delicately toned pastels 
from the late I Kill century 
comprise the major feature in 
the local art museum. Seeing 
them alongside Ozcnl'anl's own 
works one cannot help hut 
speculate that they influenced 
his palette, and encouraged 
him to explore the subtleties of 
tone exemplified by the earlier 
portraitist. Overall the exhibi¬ 
tion surprises one by the amaz¬ 
ing quality of Ozenfant's tech¬ 
nique. 

In 1905 Ozenfant began to 
take courses in decorative art at 
Paris, but did not leave St 
Quentin, northedrowingclasscs 
at the an school there. The 
following summer he made the 
crucial break with his home 
town and did not go to Paris but 
to Holland, to an artist's colony 
at Laren (near Amsterdam), in 
which he stayed until the end of 
the year. Since this offered him 
his first opportunity to spend 
considerable time visiting art 
galleries of international stand¬ 
ing it is perhaps the Dutch rather 
than the French collections 
which were his greatest influ¬ 
ence during his formative stage. 

Sometime in 1907, however, 
he moved to Paris, where for a 
while he complied with his 
father’s wishes by studying 
architecture as well as painting. 
But he soon gave up architecture 
and changed art school. He was 
moying in artistic circles domi¬ 
nated by unadventurous but 
fairly successful painters, and 
was encouraged to exhibit in the 
conservative Socifri Nationflle 


Ozenfant’s studio liy Lc Corks- 

ilcs Beaux-Arts and in the Salon 
d’Aulontne. His work, inainh 
landscapes, was at this poioi 
strongly influenced by the 
symbolists. He was at the sane 
lime not only enjoying all the 
usual attractions of the capital's 
cultural life — museums, con¬ 
certs and lectures (not on art but 
on mathematical philosophy 
and (he history of music)—but 
was also getting involved inn 
availl garde literary circle 
inspired by Enlightenment 
writers and' philosophers, and 
by Russian authors. He wasalso 
visiting Diaghilcv's Ballet Russe 
(with scenery designed by Baku 
and other overtly modem art¬ 
ists). He actually made several 
long visits to Russia, following 
his marriage to a Russian 
painter in 1910. He was far more 
advanced in his intellectual than 
artistic development, and Apol- 
linnirc went so lar os to say that 
he was ion well-read foranartist. 

The turning point came in 
1914, when he bumped into the 
neo-Impressionist painter, Sig¬ 
nac, during a summer holidayui 
Savoy. Signac advised him to 
visit Sistcrnn, a Provencal hill 
town perched in the lower Alps 
A sketch from his visit there 
shows how its austere architec¬ 
tonic forms impressed him, and 
were accentuated by him m a 
way which would be developed 
later in Purism. 

These holidays were inter¬ 
rupted by the outbreak of war. 
Ozenfant returned to. Pans bu 
nearly all the leading nvani 
garde painters (currently donn- 
unleil by Cubism, but 
espousing 1-Tiiiirisni and nbsrr-

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action) (led, leaving behind a 
few foreign painters notably 
Picasso, Juan Gris and Scverini. 
As a result the tightly-knit 
cfttcrie of the established availt 
garde disintegrated, art maga¬ 
zines were no longer published 
nor exhibit inns held on a regular 
basis (some galleries perman¬ 
ently). Such a chaotic, but fluid, 
situation was to facilitate Ozcn- 
Innt's ascent. 

Refused by the military ser¬ 
vices (his health had been 
extremely delicate from infancy) 
he worked in the publications 
department of the Propaganda 
Service, producing striking 
posters and pochettes of col¬ 
oured postcards. Tills technical 
experience together with the 
prevailing culiurnl vacuum 
enabled him to launch a new 
literary and artistic magazine, 
L’Elari (spirit, or vigour), re¬ 
markable for its careful choice 
of typefaces, its layouts, the 
quality of its colour printing 
and its inclusion of specially 
commissioned woodcuts i.r .»f 
hnud-'-i'liUllCd Vllgl.lWMg.. li 
:;.uiea.singly associated ilsell 
with the remaining availt garde 
painters, while patronising 
younger or otherwise lesser 
known painters and publishing 
writers of other schools of 
thought (Apollinaire was a 
regular contribuier). It brought 
Ozenfant into a milieu of avant 
garde painters, including Pic¬ 
asso. Lipchutz. Matisse. Bra¬ 
que, Lauren. Gris and Severini, 
and the architect Auguste 
Pcrrcl. who was a close friend 
and neighbour; it also brought 
him into frequent contact with

writers such as Apollinaire and 
Paul Eluard. The intellectual 
lone of Ozenfant's own aesthetic 
interests was reflected in the 
journal's inclusion, for instance, 
of an extract from Plato's 
Phih'hus. Socrates' definition of 
beauty in this passage as, 
"straight and circular, and 
works of this kind, planes and 
solids filled in around (hem,and 
similarly some objects made 
with the ruler and set-square" 
foretold the ideals which Ozcn- 
fani would shortly develop 
within Purism. 

Sadly financial problems 
forced the closure of Eton, but 
the last edition contained Ozen- 
fum’s first theoretical text, a 
daringly critical review of 
Cubism, in which lie used the 
term "Purism" for the first time. 
Although this essay was most 
pertinent then for its warnings 
about the outcome of irivialis- 
ing art — for Cubism was widely 
being reduced to a decorative 
mode — us continued interest is 
due milter I" its aiilieipaiiou <>t 
I'm isin. I'-t here U/enf.tiil 
argued jgumsi Cubism’s 
"huirth dimension", encuiuag¬ 
ing a return to more orthodox 
perspective and volumetric 
representation, and against 
abstraction, again engendering 
a return to the object itself and 
to its more realistic depiction. It 
was here too that he categorised 
Cubism as "a purist move¬ 
ment" — alongside French 
painters of the laic 19th and 
early 20th century (Ingres, 
Cezanne, Seurat and Matisse) 
and artists from markedly 
different cultures ("ihe great 
tradition of the great Assyrian, 
Greek and Chinese plasticiens 
and of wonderful anonymous 
negroes"). 

Yet at this very moment 
Ozenfant's painting began to 
"free itself from any appearance 
of immediate reality", as he put 
it. A few months Inter Perret 
introduced him to Corbusier (or 
rather Jeannerei) who had 
recently settled in Paris, with the 
idea of working as an architect 
and builder and of mass-pro¬ 
ducing his Domino house. The 
young Swiss architect, as yet 
outside avant garde an circles, 
was excited by Ozenrnni's latest 
explorations. In the course of 
the friendship which rapidly 
blossomed between them. Cor¬ 
busier undoubtedly provided 
Ozenfant with much of the 
encouragement necessary For 
the theoretical and painterly 
developments which would 
soon be known ns Purism, whilst 
Ozxnfam persuaded Corbusier 
to take up oil painting. 

Ozenfant had taken on the 
administration of the open 
house, run for artists by the 
wealthy couturier Germaine 
Bougard Poirei, where exhibi¬ 
tions (dominated by the Cubists, 
but in which Ozenfant neverthe¬ 
less appeared) and musical 
evenings took place. It was here 
that Ozenfant and Corbusier 
held the first Purist exhibition, 
late in 1918. It is important to 
rcajise that Corbusier had only 
taken up oil painting a few 
months, earlier and was author 
of only two of the paintings 
displayed on this occasion. 
While the current exhibition

demonstrates how undeniably 
Ozenfant's besi work was pro¬ 
duced during the period of his 
partnership with Corbusier, it is 
equally lure that he had tilnwsi 
brought Purism to fruition 
before lie ever met Corbusier. 
The exhibition cannot hide the 
fact that, from the late twenties 
onward, his work is increasingly 
disappointing, even emburns- 
singly banal; the reason for this, 
lies in a subsequent elinngc in 
O/cti film's beliefs (which m turn 


would make collaboration with 
Corbusier no longer possible). 

From 1925 O/enfiim, the 
founder of Purism, began to 
challenge the dogma into which 
ii hail evolved, His painting 
"Woman and Fountain" (pain¬ 
ted in 1925-27) broke with the 
tenets of such a narrowly 
defined aesthetic by reintroduc¬ 
ing the human figure. Moreover 
it did si i in such a way as to 
simultaneously repudiate seve¬ 
ral other tenets of the mnve-

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Robert Harbison reviews the Mies van der Rohe 
Centennial Exhibition. 



THE large Mies van der 
Rohe Centennial Exhibition 
which dosed last month at 
the Museum of Modern Art 
in New York has nowopened 
in Chicago. 

It was billed as (he biggest ever 
staged, and wns particularly 
notable for the large number of 
drawings, photomontages (a 
technique which some think 
Mies was the first architect to 
exploit), and models, particu¬ 
larly of unbuilt and destroyed 
projects. 

Like many great artists, he 
appears to leave his roots far 
behind in a scries of quantum 
leaps not obviously linked to his 


own past productions. But the 
first projects shown had an 
electrifying effect, and one fell 
one had gotten to the bottom of 
Mies, who never entirely left 
behind the Classicism with a 
totalitarian flavour which was 

E art of his teacher Behrens' 
toacy. The first projects in the 
exhibition were the Krdller- 
MUIIcr Itouse/museum in a 
desolate part of Holland, and an 
unscalable monument to Bis¬ 
marck high above the Rhine, 
The first was wonderfully 
nctualised in wood and canvas at 
lull scale, and the model appa¬ 
rently ran on rnilroad tracks so 
its position could be adjusted 
slightly. The detailing is Sum¬ 


erian-primitive, but the sil¬ 
houette is incredibly low, as of a 
building half-buried, sepul¬ 
chral. 

The Bismarck memorial is 
one of several obsessive medita¬ 
tions on death andsilence which 
bore more dynamic offspring 14 
years later tn the Liebknecht/ 
Rosenberg memorial, which the 
organiser, Arthur Drexler, sees 
as a rendition of oppression like 
a wall the proletariat is crushed 
against. I've always seen it ns 
quite the opposite, a dramatisa¬ 
tion of social pence coming 
energetically unstuck. 

Particularly telling were stud¬ 
ies showing it inscribed with 
threats of revolution (“I was, I 


Illinois Institute orTechnology. 

am, 1 will be again"), or (in 
photomontage) used ns a spea¬ 
ker's podium like Lenin’s tomb, 
for rowdy addresses to quasi- 
uniformed crowds. 

One of its ancestors is a 
fascinating project of 1922 for a 
brick villa which looks in plan 
exactly like a Mondrian. Drex- 
ler’s words about low walls 
treated like lines extending to 
infinity, or functioning like 
hedges at Versailles, are clair- 
voyanlly apt. 

1 think it was here I noted for 
the first time how magical are 
Mies’ quick interior perspective 
sketches, suggesting interstellar 
vast nesses by the way a few 
flimsy partitions in the middle 



distance arc skewed. Fur nil its 
misleading economy of means it 
is one of the most exorbitantly 
utopian visions of space ever 
propounded. 

The Fricdrielislrassc sky¬ 
scraper projects of 1921-22 arc, 1 
suppose, the other apogee of 
Mies* pendulum. The best 
known views obscure the exp¬ 
ressionist whimsy which is the 
main quality evident in the 
plans. The first, crystalline, 
triangular block reaches the 
street in II places and would 
cause pedestrians to step olTlhc 
pavement into it at each of those 
points. The second is like un 
amoeboid meltdown of ilie 
triangular shape. 

Before long the structural 
novelties of these proposals 
were being incorporated in 
larger eongionier.itus of crush¬ 
ing regularity. The replanning o| 
Alcxaiulcrnlatz with a troop of 
identical glass solids like a set of 
encyclopedias sends a shiver of 
horror even at this late date 
through this viewer. When I 
came om of the exhibition 1 
entered just such u field of 
heartless force walking down 
Sixth Avenue. 

The Mies 1 prefer to remem¬ 
ber is the creator of calm 
pavilions which justify them¬ 


selves precisely by their limit; 
or <ii least their lack of speak 
function. Certain details of it 
Barcelona Pavilion came ou 
freshly. In the new reconsirc- 
lion of it in Barcelona, does ill 
green marble turn to paintt; 
pluslcr mi the rear elevations 
Mies specified and the modtlc 
New York showed?Uis amazinj 
to think that nothing wasne 
exhibited in the building;it«u 
purely ceremonial and it;

James Stirling: buildings and 
projects, edited by Peter 
Arnell and Ted Bickford. 
Introduction by Colin Rowe. 
(The Architectural Press.) 


IT is a truth universally 
acknowledged, if unhappily 
by some, that of all creative 
people, architects have the 
least wit. 

An architect may need many 
qualities not called for in easier 
lives — a sparkling social 
conscience, persuasive powers 
to draw cash from stones, 
amaring technical dexterity, 
clarity of vision among complex 
and competing forces . .. Who 
dares ask lor more? 

But with no more, the best 
result must still lack that vital 
spark. Yet a few architects do 
have the imaginative force to 
tease their vision into built 
forms which effortlessly curry 
an awareness of their cultural 
situation; manipulated with 
precision in this larger context, 
their creator’s wit and irony can 
flower. 

Janies Stirling breathes this 
rare air with ease. And it is 
difficult to think .*1 anynrchiicci 
so assured luda y.any other who, 
not content with good work 
among the foothills, docs not 
then become light-It ended on the 
higher slopes.

It would be difficult to defend 
the argument that Stirling is not 
the best architect we have today. 

Volume One of the oeuvres 
complete, identical in format to 
those of Lc Corbusier, was 
published 10 years ago. And 
now 1 expected Volume Two. 
But, of course, it is not; for the 
only thing you are always 
guaranteed with Stirling is the 
unexpected. The new mono¬ 
graph, large, glossy and colour¬ 
ful, is coffee-table rather than 
Corbu-elongated in shape. 
While its title page neatly 
illustrates the project with which 
the earlier book closed (the 
crucial, unbuilt St Andrews' 
Arts Centre) in no sense does 
this just follow on from James 
Stirling: buildings and projects 
1950-1974. 

Playing all these earlier tunes 
again, if nt times in a slightly 
different key, takes us halMvny 
through the new book. And only 
in the second half does it, 
essentially, odd the work of the 
last decade. Much of this review 
so far, therefore, has also been a 



Dusseldorf, axo of circulation, 
replay ofone 1 publishedexactly 
a decade ago now. And 1 still 
mean it, though it sounds much 
less outspoken in early 86 than it 
seemed in early 76 — when 
Stirling's office was almost at a 
standstill, moaners all round 
were complaining about the 
university buildings — wet at St 
Andrews, sweat ni Cambridge, 
mid all manner of things at 
Oxford. It was in the lull which 
followed the lost competitions 
at Derby ami for Siemens, when 
Leo Krier had been persuading 
.IS to appreciate new tunes; and 
the tiny contcxiualisi St And¬ 
rews Arts Centre and huge 
Olivetti hq in Milton Keynes, 
both abandoned by 1971, were 
leaving only the livid and angry 
Runcorn housing stretching out 
as a fin lire. 

Bui just then, while Krier and 
JS were so carefully assembling 
dial first volume, folding Leo’s 
perspectives gently into early 
uxoed projects, knowingly stick¬ 
ing in cards to I clicks ami 
mica phoned drawings from 
Corbu, the first intimation of 
une architecture autre was 
stirring in the office. When 
Stirling showed the Dusseldorf 
ami Cologne projects in a hack 
roum at the A A in March 7t». 
these new ideas were finally seen 
in public. 

No longer like Stirling & 
Ciu wan at Lcicestoi. the “piles ol 
oxidising |imk"as liard-Moder- 
niii I'.iulcx described it rccemlv. 
tlie lom.iiiiK iiidiisin.il dcta> 
sx Inch sott-Modernist NtlsOlc- 
Lund shows in his lovely collage 
(and Stirling, of course, appro¬ 
priates in this new book); nor 
like the more Htidibrastic 
gestures of bringing red "brick'' 
to Oxbridge (which, they said, 
Gowan fell so inappropri¬ 
ate)... 

No. Now, for these most 
sensitive, specific and restricted 
places, Stirling showed a new 
vocabulary of strong architec¬ 
tural forms aiming to reinforce 
particular characteristics of site 
and context. The form of square 
and colonnade, drum-shaped 
garden, ziggurat and ramp. 
They dealt with symmetry, axes 
and pochc, (hat is, the obscuring 
"thickness” between outside 
views of a mass and its major 
inside spaces. 

It was a long way from an 
architecture generated either by 
structural sensibility or mecha¬ 
nised function. It was quite 
happily stone-faced, even with 
its lean-to glazing; it was 
generated by the context, and 
described in terms like "urban 
resolution”. There was even ■— 
received with some embarrassed 
laughs 10 years ago — a Classi¬ 
cal portico" or two. 

No longer mock-heroic, now 
straight sardonic. Here, and in 
the Stuttgart project which

followed close behind, and for 
whose completed colour pic- 
lurcs this second book has 
waited long, was a new articu¬ 
lateness in language. Interest¬ 
ingly, it parallcd a new concern 
for words, whether in the written 
reports or in JS's no longer ad- 
libbed lectures. Now there was 
nothing wrong, indeed often 
much to be gained, in choosing 
one’s words carefully, ns well as 
in having a clear underlying 
message. 

And so these latter years have 
seen Stirling "come out"; the 
ever more public presentation 
parallels n new confidence in 
pulling tip buildings. {By the late 
70s he was building in Europe 
and the USA; now lie is building 
here ami. if Pnlnmho can beat 
off Filly Stein, will soon lie 
consolidating that further.) 

Yet his architecture is now 


softer. There is an approach- 
ability which is not conde¬ 
scending. Robert Venturi, pre¬ 
dictably, said recently that 
his National Gallery "should 
be not esoteric... It should be 
appreciated by thesophisticaies 
but also loved by the man in the 
street”. Stirling, six years 
earlier, wrote; "The collection 
(in a building) of forms and 
shapes which the everyday 
public can associate with and be 
familmr with — and identify 
with — seems to me essential." 

The new book is no longer 
drily private knowledge for the 
cognoscenti, packed with .secret 
clues. Now there is;i lull-colour 
accessibility; bui, ns ever, the 
unexpected is still one slop 
ahead.

(It doesn’t appear in 
this book's full Stirling biblio¬ 
graphy.) Even if the answer is 
"probably not", the lack of a 
critical monograph on Stirling 
in English in 1986 must surely he 
made good soon. 

This present volume opens 
with an essay by Colin Roue, 
much of which seems to have 
been writ ten for the first volume, 
(and. neatly, closes with another 
performing stris centre at Corn¬ 
ell). Rowe's appallingly self- 
indulgent essay, while making 
many reverant observations, 
doesn’t start to fill that gap.
